AIDS deaths in research project 
were never reported to journals 


CHICAGO (AP) - Three of 19 
. AIDS-infected people who volun- 
-tccred for inoculations with a'vac- 
cinclike preparation lost year have, 
died and the deaths were never -re- 
ported in medical journals or to au- 
thorities. a newspaper said. , 

French and American sefehtists 
collaborating in the experiment in 
Paris published on account of their 
Tcscafch lost year. They reported no 
deaths among the subjects. - 
But Sunday's editions of The 
~CHicagd“Tribuifc'‘saId“ lhar’ur the' 
time the account appeared in the 
British tnedical journal Lancet, two 
of the subjects were dead. ' 

Despite the deaths, the experi- 
ments conducted by professor 
Daniel Zagury with the aid of Dr. 
Robert C Gallo of the National In- 
‘ siitutes. of Health continued and 
wm expanded to include more sub- 
jects, the newspaper said. 

The three dead volunteers, like 
others in the research, were infected 
with the AIDS vims before pariici- 
poling. Besides providing the data 
for AIDS vaccine development, the 
study olso intended to see whether 
such a vaccine might help AIDS pa- 
tients live longer 

Those who died were injected 
with vaccinia, o virus that causes 
cowpox, into which a piece of the 
AIDS virus had been genetically in- 
serted by scientists at the Naliono] 
Institutes of Hcolth in Bethesda, 
Md. 

Vaccinio is ordinarily harmless in 
humons and' had beOn used success- 
...fblly.as.B_Vaccine.ogainst smallpox. 
But medical textbooks worn that use 
of .vaccinia is extremely dangerous 
in people whose immune systems 
arc functioning improperly. 

“A voccine used to prevent (tfic_ 
HIV) infection woiildh't'-have this; 
problem because it’s given to 
hcolthy people,'* said Dr. Frank 
Rhamc, director of the HIV Clinic 
ot the University of Minnesota Hos- 
pital in Minneapolis. “It’s a very ra- 
tional, opproach.to proveotion.. But.. 
I’m not so sure- it’s rational when 
used to treat AIDS patients.*’ 

Soon after being inoculated at. St. 
Antoine's Hospital, in Paris, where 
the experiments were taking place, 
the-ftrec'paUents'deveibp^'wintr 


doctors call acute necrosis - a hard- 
ened,- swollen, purplish-red skin — 
around the spot they were injected. 

Questions about the deaths of the 
three were first raised by French 
physicians not associated with the 
experiments. Acting independently, 
the doctors tested tissue samples 
from two of the dead potients. 

The tests, completed last week, 
provided what professor Jeun- 
Clsudc Roujeau told the Tribune 
“convincing pathological arguments 
thftl 'both' pallcnts~1lud“rii.*crdlizirig 
vaccinia.’’ 

-Doctors say the disease is ex- 
tremely rare and when untreated, 
usually fatal. It eats away skin and 
tissue ond causes lesions of the kind 
seen in the two dead volunteers. . .

Astorquia case shows flaws 
in school district leadership 


The way ihc Twin Falls School 
Board handled ihc ease of Twin Falls 
— High-boys-baskclball coach-John-As*- 
lorquia says two things about how the 
Twin Falls School District deals with 
sensitive personnel issues; 

One,, it perceived jis protecting 
people wliO’ have the “right” connec- 
tions; and two, it puts employees in. 
impossible situations. 

' The board fired Astor(quia from his 
coaching job after a rising crescendp 
of complaints from TFHS boosters 
dnd parenis of students. Those com- 
ploints have persisted for several 
years oVer the Bruins* on-court per- 
formance, over who ploys and who 
doesn’t, and over who turns out for 
the basketball team.. 

Such complaints aren’t' uncommon 
in hi^ school, basketball programs. 
'Gooding High School boys’ basket- 
ball coach ^ch Thompson quit last 
month after parents objected to his 
plan to put his son and other sopho- 
mord^, on the varsity; he rescinded his 
resignation after getting the support oT; 
other parents and boosters. 

But in the Twin Falls case, com- 
plaints should hove been addressed 
sooner and more forthrightly, if for no 
other rcoson than that Astorquia’s 
mother-in-law sits on thd School 
Board and his wife is the assistant 
principal at TFHS. 

The district administration has lis- 
tened to those complaints going back 
at least to when TFHS Principal Carl 
Snow was superintendent. But the 
board took no action, until this ycar,_ 
putting a good coach and an outstand- 
ing teqeher in a no-win situation.. 

Some TFHS boosters and parents 
were convinced Astorquin's connec- 


tions' were the reason he remained as 
head coach, and that perception cost a 
-pail over thaprogram. 


For a high school coach, percep- 
tions arc almost as important os how 
many wins and losses line up behind 
his. name. Some students and parents 
saw'that coaches’ sons had prominent 
places on the team over the years and 
got the impression that you had to 
know somebody to play basketball at 
TFHS. 

That’s not fair to the ki<U who 
played on Aslorquio’s teams, and it’s 
not fhir to Astorquia. He got his job 
because he earned it, and he kept it by 
wimring basketball games. You don’t 
remain the head basketball coach of a 
Class A-1 school in Idaho for. 14 
years unless you work hard, know 
basketball and understand how to deal 
with kids and their parents. 

llie failure in this ease was with the 
board and the administration. 

. Schools arc like any other modem 
institution; they require solid manage- 
4ncnt.. And in this ease, it didn’t hop- 
pen. 

The board and the administration 
should have addressed the complaints 
quickly and openly when they "first 
surfaced several years ago, and they 
should have bent over backward to 
solve them. I , , 

When teachers, students, and the 
community believe personal relation- 
ships within the school system affect 
the quality of education, it’s time for a 
reassessment. 

- The trustees owe it to the communi- 
ty, and they owe it to teachers and 
coaches who may find themselves in 
John' Astorquia’s positionClii the fur 
turc.

(lifTcrent to the health of its children. 

In the United Stales, medical core for young 
children has deteriorated to (he point that new- 
borns and toddlers have become susceptible to 
such preventable diseases as measles, rubella 
and whooping cough. In 1990, there were 1 1 
babies bom m the United States who were 
damaged by rubella; in 1988, there were two. 

Cases of whooping cough went from 2,823 
in 1987 to 4,138 lost year. 

The state of the health of our children is a 


moral disgrace. According to D.A. Henderson, 
a {mfessor of public health at Johns Hopkins 
University who led the World Health Oi^i- 
zation’s successful efiort to eradicate small- 
pox, the United States bos the third woist vac- 
cination rate for children in the Western 
Hemisphere. * ' .

Inadequate funding is one reason why our 
infant health care is on a par with that avail- 
lible in Belize and Paraguay.

After stormy birth, consensus forming around Idaho’s concealed-weapons law

BOISE - When state Sen. Bruce 
-- ^Sweeney suggested overhauling Ida- 
olio's concealed-weapons law lost 
' year, skeptics conjured up images of 
“gun nuts''-packing hidden handguns 
among a largely uhanhed public. 

But after ei^t months with the 
changes iri place, thousands ofldaho 
"''applicants have received their con- 
'-■-ccalcd-wcapons permits with little 
hint of gunsmokeon the air. 

Although some county sheriffs re- 
1 ^'inain among those skeptical of the 
'Lewiston Democrats 's efforts, 
Sweenty remains a believer. 

“People who buy permits aren’t 
' the ones shoot pcople,"'hc said. 

■ - ’“Eight percent of them are ihe elder- 
ly or those who wanted lo hove 
somethirig in their camper or pick- 
Ltip."

*niis year Koinonia- is experiment- 
ing with organic farming, hoping to 
find a. way of helping neighboring 
f an n er s pr^uce crops without using 
pesticides.

'“The farmer down the road can't 
afford to experiment, but we can and 
-we must," Anderson said. “If we con 
'do it, we can export the knowledge 
thoughout the Southeast, and that 
would certainly be a contribution." 

Leading Koinonia into its flflh 
decade. Anderson is mirthful, 66- 
year-oid grandmother from Milwau- 
kee who wears purple paisley shirts, 
khaki pants and running shoes. She 
mnruges the farming operations, the 
pecan packing plant, the low-income 
housing, the 19 Aill-time and 50 sea- 
sonal employees with a gentle hand, 
a quick wit and an'oetivist's impa- 
ticnce for change. 


You can't slay static; you can't 
remain the same," said Anderson, 
her expressive face framed by a soil 
helmet of silver hair. "You either 
move forward, or you slide back." 

In the ‘40s, the commune ran a 
"cow library" that lent milk cows to 
sharecroppers. Today Koinonia op- 
erates a S10^a-\lcck child core center 
that is open to the public. 

Commune members attend Amcri- 
cus. churches, participate in civic or- 
ganizations, hold p^-time jobs in 
town and send their children to pub- 
lic schools. Koinonia has even been 
a membcr’’bf the area Chamber of 
Comnjcrcc. 

It wasn’t always so. 

When Jordan - a tall, charismatic 
farmcr-philosophcr-prcachcr — died 
in 1969. his commune was still at 
odds with the residents of Americus 
and surrounding Sumter County. 

From the beginning, i|ic people of 
Americus had regarded Koinonia 
with fear and suspicion. In the 1940s 
and *50s, members were called cotp-” 


munists and niggcr-lovcn; in the 
1 960s~arid '[['70 j 7. Verc ' draft ' 

dodgcrayJi/ppics arid lon^otra; in 
t he 1 980s, they were en vironm cntal- 
ists and pacifists. 

Jordan's view of Christ os more 
revolutionary than deity was not 
shored by area churches. His advoca- 
cy of racial equality and integration 
. brought threats from the Ku Klux 
Klan and bombings of Koinonto’s 
roadside produce stands. 

For 13 years, beginning in 1956, 
merchants in Americus refused to 
sell Koinonia members gasoline for 
their tractors or seed for (heir fields. 
Banks wouldn't lend them money. A 
local boycott of their form products 
forced commune members to start 
their now-successful ntoii-otdcr 
business so they could sell their 
pecans, peanuts, granola, fruitcakes 
and cookbooks. 

"They were honied for s munber 
of years because they believed in 
equal treatment and equal opportuni- 
ty for oil our citizens," said Langdon 
Shefiteld, owner of Americus Hard- 
ware. "Unfortunately, o number of 
people in Americus did not feel that 
woy." 

For a time, it was a source of civic 
pride among some whites in Ameri- 
cus that Martin Luther King Jr. ^wnt 
port of 1961 inside the-coimty jail,

Jordan and a new Koinonia re- 
cruit, Millard Fuller, decided the 
commune' needed lo practice hands- 
on Christianity by building housing 
for the poor.

. room houses for $6,500 — first on 
its own land and then in the poor 
neighborhoods of Americus. - 

Smee then,' Koinonia has''buiU 178 
houses for the poor in Americus and 
Sumter County. In 1976 Fuller look 
the commune's concept of volunteer 
labor, donated materials and no-in- 
tercst financing and created Hobitat 
for Humanity. 

Fuller also expanded the com-, 
mune's moii-order business, which 
has become the commune’s most 
profitable enterprise.

BOISE - If you were at war, don’t 
wotry about stale taxes fora while. 

Under a law recently posstKl by the 
Idaho Legislature. Idaho military person- 
nel who served in a combat zone get a 
180-day extension for filing Idaho in- 
come-tax returns. The 1 80.. days starts 
running when they rctumhome. 

Tax returns should bc accompanicd by. . 
a note explaining the taxpayer was as- 
signed to Operation Desert Storm and in- 
cluding the date he or she returned home. 

The law also exempts military penson- 
ncl from paying slate income tax^ on 
combat pay and ensures that military per- 
sonnel don’t lose their homeowner’s ex- 
emption or agricultural land exemption.

Most farms want ‘fast-track’ nod from Congress

WASHINGTON — Most agricultural groups such as 
the American Farm Bureau Fedtrration and the National 


Grange support “fast-track" trade negotiating authority 
sought by the Bush administration. 

But some, including the National Farmers Union, 
think fast-tracking is best Icfi to athletes, horses and 
cats, not to poIilician.^and trade talkers. < ' 

In ^ fw.wccks, 'ccrainly by the May 31 deadline, 
Congrc^ must decide whethn to continue the fast-track 
negotiating authority PresidCTt Bush says is necessary to 
pursue two major tradeiigrediicnts. 

Talks under the Gcncrar Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, or GATT, were suspended late last year because 
of difTcrences between reforms sought by a U.S.-Ied 
group and those offered by the Europeati Community 
and its allies. 

Efforts have been made to restart the negotiations — 
the Uruguay Round that began five years ago in that 
country — b^t ira headway is »pcclcd until the matter 
of fast-track' authority IS settled. 

The authority also applies to the other major trade 
goal sought by Bush, the conclusion of a trade pact with 
Mexico, similar to the free-trade agreement with Mexi- 


• "Under-ihc-fast-track-'provlsion, Congress''musl ap- 
prove or disapprove any agreement presented to It with- 
out amendment.” says Agriculture Deparimcni analyst 
Mary Ann Normilc. 

Such outhority Is essential to completing a trade 
agreement, she said, because of "a carefully negotiated 
balance of tradeofis among participants’’ that probably 
couldn't survive further tinkering by Coiigrcss. 

"Without the fast-track authority, any agreement 


reached in the GATT would be subject to amendments 


during the congressional opproval process that could un- 
ravel the entire agreement," she said. 

On March I , Bush asked Congress for a two-year ex- 
tension of fast-track beyond the May 3 1 expiration. 

The National Farmers Union, or NFU, culled fast- 
track aullysrily the "ultimate closed rule” on Capitol Hill 
and has been lobbying for its defeat, contending trade 
agreements “should be subject to full, unrestricted de- 
bate anti modification" the same us aiiy other piece of 
legislation. 

Bush, in Houston last week. pii.shcd for free trade with 
Mexico, disputing arguments by opponents who .say it 
would hurt U.S. industry. The trade plan has been criti- 
cized by many labor, environmental, industry and ngri- 


.eulturol interests. 

As'td continuing fast-irnek authority, nret'approved in 
1974, Bush acknowledged, “We've got a tough ^ght 
ahead of us." , . ’ 

The premium. ploced by the administration on fast- 
track was highlighted recently by U.S. Trade Represen- 
tolive Carla Hills, who told farm organization leaders 
April 3 that farmers need exports and trade expansion. 

“Wc ore trying to negotiate new market opportunities, 
and we cannot do that without' fast-track aulnorily," she 
said. 

Hills said opponents of fast-track shouldn't worry ^ 
much about'vYlmt might happen under a new trade pact 'I 
with Mexico or the GATT talks. 

“I'd say let us negotiate and if wc don’t negotiate a 
good agrroment either in the Uruguay Round or in the 
North American Free Trade Agreement, then vote 
against it." she said.
